In confirmation of our telephonic conversation, there is 
herewith submitted information that I have regarding alleged mis- 
conduct in this Board. 


At a recent meeting of the Board of Soctal Work Examiners, 
Miss Zenda Buben, a member of the Board, advised me that rumors 
were existent to the effect that applicants: for examination as 
cosmetologists were paying money to assure their receiving a pass- 
ing mark. Miss Buben has been a patron of the Weaver Jackson Beauty 
Shop on Olive Street between Sixth and Seventh in Los Angeles for 
a good many years, and over a period of the last six years all of 
her work has been done by one operator. Miss Buben is not sure of 
the operator's present name, inasmuch as she was married recently, 
and knows her only as Miss Rosalie Winkler. 


During one of her recent visits to the shop, a male 
beauty operator came into the same booth with Miss Buben and Miss 
Winkler for the purpose of borrowing some equipment. After he had 
gone out, the operator voluntarily stated to Miss Buben that this 
male operator, whose name is unknown to Miss Buben, had recently 
taken a9 cosmetology examination and that he had paid $100 to some- 
one to guarantee his passing. This operator had been previously 
licensed in another State and was seeking to obtain a California 
license. When Miss Buben expressed surprise the girl intimated 


‘that it was reputed to be a common practice. All attempts on the 


part of Miss Buben to obtain more definite information met with no 
success and she did not pursue the matter any further inasmuch as 
she felt that the girl might become suspicious. 


It is Miss Buben's feeling that the girl confides in her 
quite freely inasmuch as she has known her for a considerable period 
of time and she is of the belief that the girl would not pass on 
such itnformation unless there was some truth to the existence of the 
rumor. However, the girl expressed no opinion on whether the facts 
of the rumor were true. The girl does not know that Miss Buben its 
on a State Board and the latter feels certain that the information 
would not have volunteered had the girl known that Miss Buben is an

The matter of the Board of Cosmetology vs. Mary N. 


Sackett was, discussed by Mrs.. Sackett and me the latter part of 
October, at which time I advised her that under the provisions 
of the Business and Professions Code, neither I nor any other 
state agency had the authority to reverse a decision of the 
Board revoking or suspending a license. I suggested two al- 
ternatives to her: 


(1) Filing with the Board a petition for 
reconsideration,. or 
(2) Appealing the decision to the Superior 


Court. 


Her attorney, Gilford Rowland, did both. On Saturday, 
November 29, the Board denied the petition for reconsideration 
and the hearing on the appeal to the Superior Court is still 
pending. In this latter action, the Court ordered a Stay of 
Execution of the order of the Board. 


The hearing on the charges brought by the Board was 
held before.a hearing officer of the Division of Administrative 
Procedure, who spent several hours discussing the proposed 
decision with the. Board. I also discussed the matter withhim 
after the decision was rendered, and he advised me that, in his 
opinion, the thirty-day suspension ordered by the Board was 
proper. In his opinion, one of the most serious matters was 
the failure of Mrs. Sackett to bring about the repairs of a fire 
escape to conform to the requirements of the City of Sacramento 
after repeated requests and warnings by inspectors of the Board. 


Mrs. Sackett appears to be a chronic violator who 
either willfully refused, or through negligence failed to comply 
with the act and rules of the Board, although inspectors re- 
peatedly called to her attention violations and requested that 
they be corrected. The findings of the hearing officer set

forth numerous violations of the act, some of which occurred 
several times. 


Mrs. Sackett's letter consists mainly of an argument 
‘of the facts found by the hearing officer, and I am sure that 
the evidence supports these findings. The last paragraph of her 
letter charges bias on the part of the Board. In my opinion, 
this charge is refuted by the fact that the hearing officer, 
who has no interest in the matter, recommended a suspension. 


I am returning Mrs. Sackett's letter.

Dear Governor Warren: 


May I bring to your attention for consideration 
the above entitled matter, hearing on which was held on 
the Board's various charges covering the period from 1945 
to 1947, following which the Board made decision October 
16, 1947 ordering a thirty-day suspension of my business 
operations conducted in Sacramento for over twenty years: 
as the Upthegrove School of Beauty Culture. The suspension 
date was November 1, 1947. I received the notice of the 
decision on October 30, 1947 from the Board. 


I do not consider any of the charges, even if 
genuine, was serious enough to warrant such a heavy penalty. 
Disruption of classes, distribution of pupils, some of whom 
reside out of the city, adverse newspaper publicity, loss 
of patrons, continued rental and overhead expense, salaries 
of instructors or possible loss thereof, without income from 
the business, all impose a penalty far in excess of justice, 


It appears that the Board's decision is based en- 
tirely on alleged infractions of the Board's rulings, whether 
substantiated or refuted by testimony at the hearing. I was 
evicted from the original location, 806 K Street, in February 
1945, when the building was sold and I took temporary quarters 
at 1006 Ninth Street after I had notified the Board. When 
construction for my building for the school was halted be- 
cause of Civil Production Administration restrictions and the 
bankruptey of the contractor, the Board gave notice that I 
Should provide 3,000 sq. ft. by May 1, 1947. Therefore I 
was then evicted because I could not sign a lease at these 
temporary quarters for only 1,722 feet which was offered.

During the entire period from 1945 to 1947, the 
entire City of Sacramento was combed for adequate quarters, 
without avail. 


To close the school would be an injustice to 
students enrolled and under instruction and whom I am obliged 
to protect. Faced with closing the school and a consequent | 
great financial loss, I secured the present location at 9133 
K Street on May 17, 1947, which meets all of the requirements 
of the Board, and I immediately so notified them. We moved 
on May 21, 1947 to this location. This location provides 
2,500 sq.. ft. of clean, usable floor space, with 1,500 feet 
to be renovated. This renovation has been carried on as fast 
as the work could be completed. The back stairs were repaired 
by a contractor temporarily and are to be completely rebuilt 
as soon as possible. 


Physician - 1945-1946 


Schools all over the State found it impossible to 
secure a physician to lecture during the war period. One was 
secured at the earliest possible time and is still employed 
by me for this purpose.

We do not limit our teaching of theory to 
one specific hour - - it is carried on ON THE JOB TRAINING 
and students have always been thoroughly taught and covered 
required work several times during their training.

That two students testified they did at my request 
pay work while freshmen was refuted by me and others under 
oath. Their own signed tickets were also given as evidence, 
Opposing testimony was given against me by four former stud- 
ents and the owner of the competitive school of beauty culture 
with whom they enrolled. 


When a State Board is invested with the power of 
closing a valuable and reputable business of over twenty 
years! standing, thus depriving one of their livelihood, dis- 
rupting 45 students, causing them to transfer to other schools - 
which they do not wish to do or else suffer a delay of thirty 
days' training, members of this Board I feel should use great 
discretion in weighing all testimony and evidence fairly and 
honestly, above pettiness or personal grudges. I do not be- 
lieve the Cosmetology Board took cognizance of the defense 


‘ testimony and its substantiation nor that it was on their 


notification that I must have 3,000 square feet by May 1, 
1947. Their charges were brought five months after moving, 
when considerable expenditure of money and time had been made 
to meet their requirements and ruling. 


Certainly I have been penalized by anxiety and 
humiliation, attorney's fees and time involved, concern of 
the students, notice of closing by the Board in the newspapers

before I was notified, and consequent loss of patrons, 
students enrolled and prospective students. Therefore, I 
have requested the Cosmetology Board to reconsider their 
decision and rescind their suspension and substitute a 
probation in lieu thereof. Receiving notice of the sus-~ 
pension so late, October 30, 1947, such closing to become 
effective November 1, it was deemed necessary to seek a 
writ of mandate on stay of execution, by which the school 
remains in operation at present. 


Incidentally, the owner of the local competitive 
school was formerly an instructor in my school in 1946, 
during which time her mother was &n inspector for the 
Cosmetology Board and was financially interested in her 
daughter's school when it opened, while she was still a 
Cosmetology inspector. When the daughter left my employ, 
she took with her many of my students. The close continued 
friendship of Mrs. Carter with current inspectors and mem- 
bers of the Board implies possible bias.

In response to the Board's decision of October 16, 
1947, I hereby respectfully request that the Board reconsider 
its decision closing the School for 30 days. This, as you must 
be aware, would inflict gréat hardship on the students and on 
me. The students would be required to either transfer or sus- 
pend their training for a period of 30 days and entail great 
financial loss and inability to take the examination they ex- 
pect to. 


Certainly the attorney's fees, the humiliation and 
anxiety, adverse newspaper publicity, loss of students. and pros- 
pective students, has been sufficient penalty for the infractions 
@lleged, The difficulties and expense in moving and preparing 
this bullding to meet the Board's requirements were almost un- 
Surmountable. It has always been my aim and desire to provide 
and properly train students for the profession of whom we could 
alil be proud. 


Te I want the Board to know I have never maligned or 
ridiculed any member of the Board nor complained of the Board 
when complaints have been brought to us. My attitude and intent 
have ever been full cooperation and compliance with the Board 
and its rulings. Any non-compliance was unintentional and was 
the effect of necessity to move to larger quarters by May 1, 
1947, by order of the Board's inspéctor, under the present hous-~ 
ing and construction difficulties. os 


I repeat, as I testified under oath, that I have 
never asked a freshwan student to do paid work. If such a thing 
took place in the School, it was neither at my.direction nor to 
mylmowledge, It. having been customary for a number of years to 
sell students pins and nets in their kits, I was not aware the 
School was obliged to furnish these items, nor was I ever in- 
formed that they could not be sold to the students as part of 
thelr original kit. Patrons who objected or refused to buy 
pins were furnished from the school supply. This, you will 
bear in mind, was brought out by testimony of the students.

Dear Governor: 


At the recent National Convention of the Interstate Council of 
State Boards of Cosmetology held in Chicago, the very confusing 
tactics used by an individual not recognized by this organi- 
zation was brought before this body for discussion and possible 
action. 


Inasmuch as the Interstate Council of State Boards of Cosmetology 
has a large majority of the State Boards of the Nation in active 
membership and being the only group having the sole support of 
both the National Hairdressers & Cosmetologists Association and 
the All American Beauty Schools Association, the action arrived 
at is most noteworthy. 


The following resolution was passed unanimously by this group 
and is hereby conveyed to you. ws 


RESOLUTIONS 


WHEREAS, the laws regulating the practice of cosmetology in many 
states provide for the issuance of the license by reciprocity 
for the practice of cosmetology upon receipt of certain license 
records from the Board in which State such applicant holds a 
cosmetologist's license. 


WHEREAS, such laws provide for admittance of applicants to State 
Board Examinations upon certification to their Board of train~ 
ing credits had by applicants in schools of cosmetology in other 


' states. 


WHEREAS, certain individuals acting as a National agency are 
operating and have been operating for a number of years as a 
"Clearing House" for license and training records of applicants 
soliciting such information from State Boards of Cosmetology and 
Schools of Cosmetology in the different States and then certify- 
ing such information to such Boards in other States in return 
for a fee, 


WHEREAS, the State Boards of Cosmetology are without legal 
authority, either as separate Boards or as a group of Boards, 

to authorize a private agency to act for them in collecting such 
reciprocity data, evaluate such data, and/or to certify such 
data to other State Boards as evidence that such applicants 

have met the requirement of their State to receive a license as 
cosmetologist by reciprocity. 


WHEREAS, it is clearly the intent of the State Legislatures of 
the several States that certification of licenses and training 
records was to be a transaction direct between the State Boards 
concerned and that such transactions were not to be in any 
manner delegated to private individuals or out of state agencies. 


WHEREAS, it is apparent that such private agencies, after 
collecting such reciprocity data, can certify same to the Boards 
of several States without the State Board which originally 
licensed the applicant, so much as having knowledge of what 
States they are indirectly reciprocating with. 


THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED: that this organization urge its 
members to certify license and training records only direct to 
State Boards created by the Legislatures of the several States 
and at the request of such Boards. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: this this organization urge member 
Boards to ignore certification of licenses and training records 
received through such private agencies or other sources, except 
direct from the State Board licensing such applicant or School 
of Cosmetology.
